Message. 


The fifty-ninth congress of the Unitoi 


States assembled in Washington on 
Monday. The opening did not dift'e 
from former openings. "Uncle" Joi 
Cannon wai again chosen speaker o 
the house. The first session of th 
senate was brief, but tbe first session 
of the house lasted three hours. The 
president's message was eagerly lis 
tened to. A number of important bills 
have already been introduced. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—Presi 


dent Roosevelt's message to Congress 
occupied two hours and a half in its 
reading. 
It was listened to with the 


closest attention and its conclusion was 
marked by much applause. 


The essentials of the message follow: 


To the Senate and House of Representa- 


tives:— 
The people of this country continue 


to enjoy great prosperity. Undoubtedly 
there will be ebb and flow in such pros- 
perity, and this ebb and flow will be felt 
more or less by all members of the com- 
munity, both by the deserving and the 
undeserving. Against the wrath of the 
Lord the wisdom of man cannot avail; 
ia times of flood or drought human in- 
genuity can but partially repair the dis- 
aster. A general failure" of crops would 
hurt all of us. 


Again, if the folly of man mars the 


general well-being, then those who are 
innocent of the folly will have to pay 
part of the penalty incurred by those 
who are guilty of the folly. 
A panic 


brought on by the speculative folly of 
uart of the business community vould 
hurt the whole business community. 
But such stoppage of welfare, though 
it might be severe, would not be lasting. 


In the long run the one vital factor in 


the permanent prosperity of the country 
is the high individual character of the 
average American worker, the average 
American citizen, no matter whether Ms 
work be mental or manual, whether he 
be farmer or wage-earner, business man 
or professional man. 


CORPORATIONS. 


Yet, while not merely admitting, but 


insisting upon this, that we must all go 
up or down together, it is also true that 
where there ia no governmental restraint 
or supervision some of the exceptional 
men use their energies not in ways that 
are for the common good, but in way^ 
which tell against this common good. 
The fortunes amassed through corporate 
organization are now so large, and vest 
inch power in those that wield them, as 
to make it a matter of necessity to give 
to the sovereign—that is, to the Govern- 
ment, which represents the people as a 
whole—some effective power of super- 
vision over their corporate use. 


In order to insure a healthy social and 


industrial life, every big corporation 
^hould be held responsible by, and be 
accountable to, some sovereign strong 
enough to control its conduct. 


Experience has shown conclusively 


that it is useless to try to get any ade- 
quate regulation and supervision of these 
great corporations by state action. Such 
regulation and supervision can only be 
effectively 
exercised by a sovereign 


whose jurisdiction is coextensive with 
the field of work of the corporations— 
that is, by the National Government. 1 
t clieve that this regulation and super- 
b-ion can be obtained by the enactment 
ol law by the Congress. If this proves 
impossible, it will certainly be necessary 
ultimately to confer in fullest form such 
power upon the National Government 
by a proper amendment of the Constitu- 
tion. 


Our steady aim should he by legisla- 


tion, cautiously and carefully undertak- 
en, but resolutely persevered in. to a«- 
^ert the sovereignty of the National 
(.overnment by affirmative action. 


The successful prosecution of one de- 


vice to evade the law immediately de- 
^elop3 another device to accomplish the 
•*ame purpose. 
What is needed is not 


^weeping prohibition of every arrange- 
ment, good or bad. which may tend to 
restrict competition, but such adequate 
supervision and regulation as will pre- 
vent any restriction of competition from 
lieing to the detriment of the public— 
m well as such supervision and regula- 
tion as will prevent other abuses in no 
uay connected with the restriction of 
(ompetition. 


Until the National Government ob- 


tains, in some manner which the wisdom 
of the Congress may suggest, proper con- 
trol over the big corpoiations engaged 
ir. interstate commerce—that is, over 
the great majority of the big corpora- 
tions—it will be impossible to deal ade- 
quately with these evils. 


The first thing to do is to deal with 


the great corporations engaged in the 
business of interstate transportation. 
As I said in my Message of December G 
last, the immediate and most pressing 
need, so far as legislation is concerned, 
is the enactment into law of some 
^cheme to secure to the agents of the 
Government such supervision and regu- 
lation of the rates charged by the rail- 
roads of the country engaged in inter- 
state traffic as shall summarily and ef- 
fectively prevent the imposition of un- 
just or unreasonable rates. It must in- 
clude putting a complete stop to rebates 
in every shape and form. This power to 
regulate rates, like all similar powers 
over the business world, should be exer- 
cised with moderation, caution and self 
restraint; but it should exist, so that it 
can be effectively exercised when the 
need arises. 


In my judgment the most important 


provision which such law should contain 
is that conferring upon some competent 
administrative body the power to decid_e, 
upon the case being brought before it 
whether a given rate prescribed by a rail- 
road is reasonable and just, and if it is 
found to be unreasonable and unjust 
then, after full investigation of the com 
plaint, to prescribe the limit of rate be- 
yond which it shall not be lawful to »c— 
the maximum reasonable rate, as it is 
commonly called—this deci>ion to go in 
to effect within a reasonable time a'nd to 
obtain from thence onward, subject to 
review by the courts. 


The best possible regulation of rates 


would, of course, be that regulation se 
cured by an hoi.est agreement among 
the railroads themselves to carry out the 
law. Such a general agreement would 
for instance, at once put a stop to th 
efforts of any one big shipper or big rail 
road to discriminate against or secur 
advantages over some rival; and sue 
agreement would irake the railroad 
themselves agents for enforcing the lav 


All private-car lines, industrial roads 


refrigerator charges and the like shoul 
be expressly put under the supervisio 
of the Interstate Commerce Commissio 
or some similar body so far as rates, an 
agreements practically affecting rate: 
are concerned. The private-car owner 
and the owners of industrial railroad 
are entitled to a fair and reasonabl 
compensation on their investment, bu 
neither private cars nor industrial rai 
roads nor spur tracts should be utilize 
as devices for securing preferential rate 
A rebate in icing charges, or in mileag 
m in a division of the rate of refrigera 
ing charges is just as pernicious as a n 
bate in any other way. 


I urge upon the Congress the need o 


providing fur expeditious action by tl 
Interstate Commerce Commission in a 
these matters, whether in regulativ 
rates for transportation or for storir 
or for handling property or commoditiL 
in transit.

We desire to set up a moral standard 


There can be no delusion more fatal to 
he nation than the delusion that tin 
standard of profits, of business prosper 
ty, is sufficient in judging any business 
IT political question—from rate Icgisl.i 
ion to municipal government. Business 
,iu.'ces~, whether for the individual or foi 
lie nation, is a good thing only so far 
is it is accompanied by and develops a 
iigh standard of conduct—honor, integ- 
ity, civic courage. The kind of business 
rospeiity that blunts the standard o] 
onor, that puts an inordinate value on 
icre \\ealth, that makes a man ruth-ess 
nd conscienceless in trade and weak and 
owardly in citizenship, is not a good 
hing at all, but a very bad tiling for the 
ation. 
This Government stands for

INSURANCE. 


The gieat insurance companies afford

it states. In my last annual message 
recommended ''that the Congress care- 
illy consider whether the po\\cr of the 
ureau of Corporations can not consti- 
utioually be extended to cover inter- 
ate transactions in insurance." 
Recent events have emphasized the

bother it is not possible to furnish

FEDERAL ELECTIONS. 


I desire to repeat this recommendation

It will undoubtedly be difficult as a

political parties the result cannot but b 
wholesome. 


INTERNATIONAL PEACE. 


There can be no worse foe of mankiiv 


in general, and of his own country i 
particular, than the demagogue of wai 
the man who in mere folly or to sen- 
his own selfish ends continually rails a 
and abuses other nations, who seeks t 
excite his countrymen against foreigner 
on insufficient pretexts, who excites an 
inflames a perverse and aggressive nn 
tional vanity, and who may on occasion 
wantonly bring on conflict between h 
nation a'nd some other nation But ther 
are demagogues of peace just as ther 
ire demagogues of war. and in any sue 
movement as this for Tlie Hague confe 
enee it is essential not to he misled 
one set of extremists any more than b 
the other. 


At present there could be no greate 


calamity than for the free peoples, tl 


highest morality. 


it is worth while pointing out tha 


since the end of the insurrection in th 
Philippines this nation has shown it 
practical faith in the policy of disarma 
ment by reducing its little army one 
third. But disarmament can never be o 
prime importance; there is more need tc 
get rid of the causes of war than of thi 
implements of war. 


I have dwelt much on the dangers t< 


be avoided by steering clear of any men 
foolish sentimentality because my wisl 
for peace is so genuine and earnest; be 
cause I have a real and great desire 
this second Hague conference may mark 
a long stride forward in the direction o~ 
securing the peace of justice throughou" 
the world. 


The Golden Rule should be, and as thi 


world grows in morality it will be, the 
guiding rule of conduct among nations 
as among individuals; though the Golden 
Puile must not be construed in fantastic 
manner, as forbidding the exercise of the 
police power. This mighty and free Re- 
public should ever deal with all other 
states, great or small, on a basis of high 
honor, respecting their rights as jealous- 
ly as it safeguards its own. 


MONROE DOCTRINE. 


That our lights and interests are deep- 


ly concerned in the maintenance of the 
Doctrine is so clear as hardly to need 
argument. 
This is especially true 


view of the construction of the Panama 
Canal. As a mere matter of self-defense 
\\ c must exercise a close watch over the 
ppproaehes to this canal; and this mean; 
lliat we must be thoroughly alive to our 
inleicsts in the Caribbean Sea. 


THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


So far as in my power lies each and 
\cry \\rongcloer shall be relentlessly 
:iunted down; in no instance in the past 
"ms lie been spared; in no instance in the 
ruture shall lie be spared. His crime is 
i crime ngainst every honest man in the 
lation, for it is a crime against the 
v>hole body politic. Yet in dwelling on 


misdeeds, it is unjust not to add 


that they are altogether exceptional, and 
hat on the whole the employees of the 
3O\eniinent lender upright and faithful 
service to the people. There are excep- 
ions. notably in one or two branches of 
.lie service; but at no time in the na- 
lon's history lias the public service of 
lie nation taken as a whole stood on a 
lighcr plane than now, alike as regards 
onesty and as regards efficiency. 


nnilGRATION QUESTION. 


Thcie should be an increase in the 


stringency of the laws to keep out in- 
ane, idiotic, epileptic and pauper immi- 
nar.ts. But this is by no means enough. 
Cot merely the anarchist, but every man 
if anarchistic tendencies, all violent and 
.isordcrfy people, all people of bad char- 
ctcr, the incompetent, the lazy, the 
•icious. the physically unfit,- defective or 
degenerate should be kept out. The 
stocks out of which American citizenshr 
is to be built should be strong a 
healthy, sound in body, mind and charac- 
ter. If it be objected that the Govern- 
ment agents would not always select 
well, the answer is that they would cer- 
tainly select better than do the agents 
and brokers of foreign steamship com- 
panies, the people who now do what- 
ever selecting is done. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


Discussing the civil service law, the 


message tells of the older providing that 
where inefficiency or incapacity comes 
within the personal knowledge of the 
head of a department removal of em- 
ployees may be made without notice, 
me change, it is asserted, is merely one 
of procedure; it was much needed; and 
it is piodueing good results.

The most encouiaging feature of the 
hole situation has been the very great 
tercst taken by the common people in 
ducution and the gicat inciease in the 
umbei of em oiled students in the pub- 
c schools.

Hawaii is too 
Kuily taxed. Laws should be enacted 
ttinjr aside for a period of, say, twenty 
ears 7.5 per cent, of the internal revenue 
id customs icccipts from Hawaii as a 
icciiil fund to bo expended in the 
lands for educational and public build- 
ijrs. and fnr harbor improvements and 
lililary and naval defenses. It cannot 
e too often repeated that our aim must 
e to develop tlie Territory of Hawaii on 
i.iditional American lines. 
1 earnestly advocate the adoption of 
'•.'isUitiou which will explicitly confer 
.uierican eiti/enship on all citizens of 
'oilo Rico. There is, in my judgment, 
0 excuse for failure to do this. Tlie 
arbor of San Juan should be dredged 
nd improved. 
The expenses of the 


'eclcial Court of Porto Rico should be 
let from the Federal Treasury, and not 
om the Poito Eican Treasury. Tlie 
lections in Porto Rico should take place 


cry four years, and the Legislature 


houlcl meet in session every two years. 


ADMISSION TO STATEHOOD. 


I recommend that Indian Territory 
nd Oklahoma be admitted as one state 
nd that iSew Mexico and Arizona be 
umitted as one state. There is no obli- 
;.itiou upon us to treat territorial sub- 
lusions, which are matters of conveni- 
nce only, as binding us on the question 
>i admission to statehood. 


PANAMA CANAL. 


The American people is pledged to the 


peediest possible construction of a canal 
:uequ,itc to meet the demands which the 
:omineice of the world will make upon 
t, and I appeal most earnestly to the 
.ongiess to aid in the fulh'llmeut of the 
iledge. 
Gvalif\ing progiess has been 


nade during the past year and especially 
luring tlie past four months. The great- 


part of the necessary preliminary 


1 ork has been done. Actual work of ex 
cavution could be bogun only on a limit 
d scale till the canal zone was made a 
icdlthful place to live iu and to work in 
Hie isthmus had to be sanitated first. 


This task has been so thoroughly ac 
miplishcd that yellow fever has been 


viitually extirpated from the isthmu 
ud general health conditions vastly im 
moved. 


What is needed now and without de 


lay is an appropriation by tbe Congres 
to meet the current and accruing ex 
penses of the commission. The first ap 
propiiation of 810,000,000, out of th 
.jl3o 000,000 authorized by the Spoone 
act, was made three years ago. It i 
nearly exhausted. There is barely enough 
of it remaining to carry the commissio 
to the end of the year. Unless the Con 
gre«s shall appropriate before that tim 
all work must cease. To arrest progre: 
for any length of time now, when mai 
tors are advancing so satisfactorily 
would be, deplorable.

from very early times, and many of 
them, intended to impress Scriptural

;elf, I followed liim into his office 
vitliout rappinjr. I found him leaning 
ivor a desk, his face buried ia his 
lauds and his heavy frame shaken 
vith sobs. 


'God help me to do my duty! God 


help me to do my duty!' he was repeat- 
ng in a low wail of anguish that I 
Jiall never forget. 
"I quickly withdrew, but not until I 


had seen a great light. I have loved, 
almost reverenced, Edwin M. Stanton 
ever since. His own heart was per- 
laps suffering more intense agony than 
the hearts of his petitioners, but he was 
compelled to steel his outward face 
for the bloody duties of war, while 
within his soul was warm with sym- 
pathy and sorrow." 


One cannot help hoping that this de- 


serter may Lave been one of those 
whose lives President Lincoln spared 
by overruling the decision of his secre- 
tary of war. 


A more cheerful view of the great 


secretary is given by a fellow lawyer 
who knew him before the war.

Country Life In Italy In the Z>ay» 


of the Renaissance. 


Traveler in old lime Italy bad a 


son-y time ot it. Snys a critic: "Tlia 
frencocs of Beuozzo Gozzoli in the Eic- 
canli palace ami also those in the Cam- 
po S:uUo of I'isa bring vividly before 
us another phase of country life, that 
of travel in the days ol the renais- 
sance. As wo watch the long cavalcade 
v.-hidi winds round the steep mountain 
path we are carried back to the time 
when wheeled carriages were almost 
unknown, for, indeed, there were but 
few roads on which they would have 
been politic. The only highway be- 
tween one city and another was often 
little more (ban a rough bridle path, a 
quagmire of nnul in winter, and, pass- 
ing throiuh a tangled thicket here and 
there, a UWiiiK place for outlaws ana 
wild boa'-t-. There was no choice but 
to ride on hor-ehack, save on state oc-

-sou satin. Ail goods of every kind were 
conveyed on the backs of horses or 
basg.iso muli".

in Iho^u days, for a journey was a se- 
rious mattL.. not to be lightly under- 
taken or e.isily forgotten. Thus, when 
the Dui-besi I'.e.itrke of Milan went on 
a diploipat'iL1 mission to Venice and 
wishid lo make a good impression on 
the senate we are told that she had 
fifty mules in her train, laden with her 
costly drc--e-.
